Guerrero 
district. 
The

searched already but there is a pos­ 
sibility that Villa has been secreted 
there by sympathizers. Army officers, 
however, believe lie is now beyond 
the northern boundary of Durango 
state.

tion. 
Not 
a democratic 
policy or 
achievement 
escaped the 
sweeping 
denunciations of Quinev A. Myers, 
the keynote speaker* and temporary 
chairman, and Henry I). Estabrook, 
lawyer of New York. 


Predicting 
emphatic 
republican 
victories in stgte and nation in the 
fall, delegates were told that these 
victories w„uld he won by a united 
party which had prepared, and that 
not only criticism of opponents, but 
sound, constructive progress would 
result 
in returning 
the republican 
party to power. 
Tariff— the Paramount issue, was 
the “ battle cry” of Estabrook, who 
said a protective tariff was the first 
necessity 
of preparedness 
for in­ 
dustrial prosperity at the end of the 
European war. 
Preparedness for armed invasion 
was another demand of Estabrook, 
while Myers declared that the arm y 
re-organization bills in congress are 
“ a sham 
to deeieve 
and lull 
the 
country into a false security" and 
are “ falsi* in principle.” 
Condemning 
the 
international 
policy of President W ilson’* admin­ 
istration, Myers *nid: 
“ What policy of the president are 
we a*ked to approve a* warranting 
hi* continuance in official placet 
•The nation has been humiliated, 
it* citizens slain upon the high seas 
and 
on land, 
and we 
have 
had 
nothing 
hut 
prote*t; 
and 
another 
letter written. 
‘Are we to condone and approve 
tin* 
vacillating and 
blundering in­ 
capacity 
simply because 
we have 
not been plunged into w ar? 
“ Has the administration taken a 
definite stand on any policy? 


“ I f it had, we niiaht he asked to

approve it, a* Americans, right or 
wrong, hut we are confronted with 
the almost daily charge of attitude, 
not 
to *ay 
policy, because 
there 
ha* been no policy, and yet we are 
a*ked to approve and continue this 
vacillation, thi* blundering, and this 
incapacity, thi* halting, and hack­ 
ing and filling, which have brought 
u* 
to 
the 
humiliating 
conditions 
which we are asked to approve.” 
Myers 
denounced 
the 
“ watchful 
waiting” policy with regardtoMexico, 
*nying that a firm and definite policy 
would h a v e prevented three years of 
watchful waiting “ while the condi­ 
tions have become worse and more 
complicated.” 
He 
reviewed 
the 
Mexican situation at length. 
Myers said that had Grant. H a r­ 
rison, M cKinley, Ilossevelt, Taft or 
Fairbanks been president there would 
have been a different spectacle. 
The bipartisan tariff commission 
proposed by

Wilson wa - 
opposed by Myers, who demanded a 
republican 
commission.

hybrids,” he said.

This is a 47 per cent, increase ov er 
the 18 months preceding the 
war, 
which indicates that 288,9 9 6 women 
hav e taken men’s places. 
The dev elopment of the work also 
has been prog ressiv e.

Leipzig , April 5— Dr. Wendt land, 
Chief Counsel to the Leipzig Cham­ 
ber of Commerce, the most important 
Commercial body in Germany , today 
sa id : 
“ Women hav e taken the places of' 
men in ev ery line. 
Most of our em­ 
ploy ees in tlie Chamber of Commerce 
are women and it is amazing how well 
they take hold. 
Ev ery store and 
ev ery office has its women a ssista nts 
today who do the work the men in 
the field used to do.” 
“ But what are the firms doing for 
ex pert sa lesmen? ” it wa s asked. 
“ Women now are the 
sa les 
ex ­ 
perts," he said. 
“ This is the day of 
the women. 
Ex pert saleswomen are 
the product of this war.” 
“ But what are y ou g oing to do after 
the war when the men return from the 
front? ” 
“ There will not he much competi­ 
tion then,” he replied. 
“ Our losses 
hav e been such that many of the 
women who work today will be needed 
in their same positions a fter this 
war.”

In 1851 Barnabus C. Ilobbs was 
called to the presidency of Blooming - 
dale Academy , where lie serv ed for 
six teen y ears. 
His reputation was 
such that in 1866 the trustees of 
Earlham Colleg e (the outg rowth of 
the Friends hoarding school) elected 
him a s their first president. 
The 
same y ear Gov ernor Morton named 
him as one of the trustees for the 


new sta te normal school. 
In 1868 
Professor Hobbs wa s elected super­ 
intendent of public instruction. 
lie 
made an appeal for I he education of 
flic neg roes. 
Owing to the hitter 
factionalism in sta te polities during 
this period many o f his constructiv e 
measures failed of adoption. 
When 
the national committee wa s org anized 
in 186 9 to inaug urate a scheme to­ 
ward federal aid to education, Ba rna ­ 
bus C. Ilobbs was selected as chair­ 
man. 
The latter y ea rs of his life 
were dev oted larg ely to furthering the 
cause of international arbitration and 
towrtrd the education of the Indians. 
Ho died in Blooming dale, June 22, 
189 3.

The principles of the Repub­ 
lican party are so g rounded and in­ 
trenched in the minds of Republicans 
tha t the;r repetition on this occasion 
would be a useless thing , but there 
are certain matters in which we. as 
Republicans, and the citizens of the 
sta te and nation g enerally , are vita l­ 
ly concerned, 
and 
about 
which, 
it 
seem s proper to speak briefly at this 
time.

The tra ditions and history of the 
party are the traditions and history 
of the republic during the period of 
its g rea test a chievements, in all lines 
of leg isla tive, and economic, and phi­ 
lanthropic endeavor 
Born of the peril of the republic in 
the critical period of its history , the 
preserver of the union of the states, 
and the sponser for their unparalleled 
d evelopm ent 
and 
their mig hty ad 
va ncement 
to the foremost position 
a mong the na tions of the earth, until 
the reins of g overnment were tra ns­ 
ferred to other hands, it ha s been, 
and is, a party of liberty and enlig ht­ 
enment; a party of the ameliora tion 
of the conditions of living in the re­ 
public: a party of hope and encoura g e­ 
ment to those without it. 
That party 
needs no eulog ist 
Its past is made 
sa cred by memories y et fresh from 
weeping , and by visualization to our 
•y es, in nea rly every household of the 
land and it sta nds today , as it has 
a lwa y s stood, for patriotism and man­ 
hood; for the g reatest opportunity , to 
every man; 
for the public welfare; 
for na tiona l preservation; for protec­ 
tion to life, and property of the low- i 
llest citizen, whether in our own land 
or wherever the flag floats, and it de­ 
ma nds respect for. and protection of 
its citizens, and for that flag . 
ft proposes not only to cherish, and 
to nourish, and to defend them, but it 
proposes to a dva nce the lines of prog - 
ress; to streng then the outposts of 
our own civiliza tion; to insure to our j 
citizens, protection in all g a inful, and 
pea ceful occupations, and to insure 
their perma nence at home,*- and to 
protect them abroad. 
The nation has never in its history , 
stood so low in the ey es of the world, 
a s in this y ear of Grace; 
scorned 
abroad, and with no fixed policy at 
home: the public revenues decrea sing , 1 
(except for the circumsta nces of a I 
•foreig n 
war» ; 
g eneral 
expenditures 
a nd the cost of living increa sing , and 
g enera l distrust on every hand. 
It will not be enoug h to point out 
the short coming s of the Democra tic 
party , or expose its mista kes and in­ 
efficiency , or the lack of a ccord among 
its directing members. 
W e will win by uncompromising and 
definite positions, and by permanent j 
constructive policies, or not at all. 
A 
Democra tic 
a dministra tion 
al­ 
w a y s com es into power with a feeling 
of distrust a mong the people, and g oes 
out of power with a sig h of relief. 
It repudia ted its platform pledg e to 
exem pt tolls of American ships en­ 
g a g ed in coast w ise trade. 
It decla red its fixed determina tion 
to reduce the cost of living ; the diffi­ 
culty xvith the people ha s been to 
produce the cost of living . 
The party pledg ed its ca ndidate to 
one term; that pledg e it will be the 
duty of the Republican party , not the 
Democra tic party , to redeem.

A firm and definite policy would 
ha ve prevented 
the three y ea rs of 
wa tchful wa iting with respect to Mex­ 
ico. where the conditions are da ily be­ 
coming worse, and the situa tion more 
complicated. 
The president dema nded a sa lute 
of the flag by Huerta, but it rema ins 
unsa luted to this hour. 
He ma kes threa ts to Germany , and 
to Great Britain, couched in rhetorical 
la ng ua g e, which they ha ve long since 
learned were mere bravado. 
Even the Mexica ns ha ve come to 
reg ard the president’s sta tem ents as 
mere buncombe, so low have we fallen 
in national prestig e. 
Some of us ha ve long memories; it 
is not our recollection that a ppea ls, to 
stand 
by our presidents ha ve met 
with a very ready response from the 
Democratic party . 
When the Republican party wa s en­ 
dea voring to prepare for such condi­ 
tions as confront us in Mexico, and 
elsewffiere, Mr. W ilson’s party foug ht 
the proposition with frenzied zeal.

During recent months severa l Dem ­ 
ocra tic sta te officials ha ve a sserted 
severa l times that the sta te is out of 
flpht for the first time since 18 35. 
Mr. Crittenberg er, Democra tic audi­ 
tor of state, in his remarks to the 
Democra tic editors at New Ca stle in 
November last, said: 
“ The sta te ha s been put out of debt 
by 
Governor 
Ralston. 
Willia m 
H. 
O’Brien, Willia m H. Vollmer, trea s­ 
urer of state, the present sta te trea s­ 
urer, Georg e Bittler. and m y self.” 
Let us see. 
By the act of cong ress of J uly 2, 
1 8 6 2 , $1 4 0 ,0 0 0 
was received from the 
United Sta tes upon condition that it 
he invested in g overnment or sta te 
stocks bearing not less than 5 per 
cent interest, to constitute an endow­ 
ment fund of Purdue university , and 
it wa s held by the trustees of the uni­ 
versity . 
This money was borrowed in 
1 STS and 18 79 by a Democra tic sta te ! 
a dministration, and in 1 8 8 1 , 
by an act 
of the leg isla ture, (Acts 1SS1, p. 5 8 5), | 
the sta te issued its bond for it, due in 
twenty y ears, bearing 5 per cent in- ' 
t e r e s t; and in 1 9 0 1 the sta te by an 
act of the leg 'sla ture (Acts 1 9 0 1 , p. j 
35) 
extended 
the 
loan 
for twenty 
y ears, and the s‘a te is pay ing , and ha s j 
mid the i n t e r e s t on it, since 18 8 1, at 


At the close of 19 12 It wa s $1,260, 
163.12. 
At the close of 19 15 it wa s $610, 
163.12. 
The above a mounts shown as due 
in the different fiscal y ea rs are taken 
from the sta te auditor's reports for the 
y ea rs named: and these reports show 
that the Republican g overnors paid as 
follows:

Auditor of Sta te Willia m H. O’Brien 
a ssumed the duties of office, the rec­ 
ords in the auditor of sta te’s office 
and the trea surer’s office will show 
that the sta te of Indiana owed a for­ 
eig n debt of $9 04,000. 
His predecessor 
turned over to hy m bills on the a udi­ 
tor’s desk a mounting to $19 0,000 which 
were unpaid, and some of them a long 
time clue.” 
On pag e 68 of the sta te auditor's 
report for 19 10 the total foreig n debt 
of the sta te is shown at that time to 
he $8 00,000 plus $5,615.12 Wa ba sh and 
Erie canal certifica tes .unredeem ed— 
and not $9 04,000. 
The records referred to do not show 
that a ny bills were on the a uditor’s 
desk not paid. 
The sta te had closed 
its fiscal y ear only sixty day s before 
Mr. O’Brien took office, with a ba l­ 
a nce of $9 2,768 .35 in the g enera l fund, 
and at that date all bills w’ere paid: 
they had to be. or the appropria tions 
from which they were pay able would 
ha ve reverted to the g enera l fund, and 
the bills then due, could not ha ve 
been paid at all.

During the Mount a dministra tion, 
the sinking fund levy produced $1,569 ,- 
706.10 and with this, plus $646,29 3.10 
from the g enera l fund, he paid $2,216,- 
000 of the sta te’s debt. 
During the Durbin a dministra tion, 
the sinking fund levy produced $1.- 
654,024.09 and with this, plus $1,147,- 
9 75.9 1 from the g enera l fund he paid 
$2,8 02,000 of the sta te’s debt. 
During the 
Hanly a dministra tion, 
the sinking fund levy produced $68 0,- 
9 19 .8 7, and from this he paid $613,000 
of the sta te’s debt, and the balance 
$67,9 19 .8 7, 
under 
leg isla tive 
ena ct­ 
ment. was transferred to and used in 
the 
g enera l 
fund 
expenses. 
There 
were no sinking fund tax collections 
in 19 07 or 19 08 . 
During the Marshall a dministra tion, 
the 
sinking 
fund 
collections 
were 
$1,454,568 .27 and from this he paid 
$250,000 on the sta te debt; transferred 
under leg isla tive ena ctment 
$1,203,- 
140.60 to the g enera l fund which was 
used to pay g enera l expenses; $9 50 
wa s used to pay interest on the sta te 
debt, and the balance $477.67 remained 
in the sinking fund. 
In the first y ea r of the Ralston ad­ 
ministra tion. the sinking fund collec­ 
tions. with ba la nce from y ear 19 12 
were $28 4,329 .32, and from this he 
paid $250,000 on the sta te debt; $18 ,- 
28 3.22 interest on the sta te debt and 
the balance $16,046.10 rema ined inthe 
sinking fund at the end of 19 13.

factor

In short, we propose to open the 
mills, and ma inta in them, in produc­ 
ing the implements of peace, and not 
of war; to excel in the a rts of peace, 
without 
sa crificing 
national 
honor 
We do not propose to rely upon the 
conditions of war, and the misfortunes 
of other peoples, to keep the mills 
g oing , but we propose to maintain 
honora ble peace, and we propose the 
ma intena nce of our people, by the 
g rea ter pursuits of peace, and we pro­ 
pose further, to provide and enforce 
the la ws which will protect our peo­ 
ple both in war and in peace, in in 
dustrial occupa tions, and we propose 
to protect our citizens in their lives 
and their property , wherever they may 
la wfully he, by the m ig ht of the Amer­ 
ican people, pea ceably , if we can, forc­ 
ibly , if we must. 
To these ends we need, and must 


enoueh, 
broad 
enoug h, 
coura g eous 
enoug h, to bring them about. 
Of such men, the Republican party

W e shall not only protect our own 
people from unfair competition, from 
abroad, but we will protect the con 
sumer and the laborer from unfair 
conditions of capital, and the unequal 
distribution of the profits of industry 
at home. 
As in the past, we will 
further, and enforce, laws, na tiona l 
and sta te, for the protection of the 
lives, limbs and health, of the work­ 
ers In hazardous, and hea lth affecting 
trades. 
Sad experience ha s ta ug ht us the 
va lue and the power of individua lism 
in America, in America n policy , e s­ 
pecia lly in our own party . 
The voice 
and a dvice of every individual of the 
pa rty must be heard, from the hig hest 
to the low est citizen, and the fullest 
opportunity afforded for individua l ex­ 
pression. and that expression m ust be 
heeded in every act.

Bigger and better m en than 
we hav e m ade bigger and be tte r sacri­ 
fices for the p arty . 
H a v e these men 
sacrificed in v ain? 
May w e not. in 
the m em o ry of what th ey m ust alway s 
m ean to us, forget our p etty differ­ 
ences and fight shoulder to shoulder 
as of y ore?

y ou from one of Lincoln’s sp eeches, 
so instant in its ap p lication that it is 
hard to believ e it was sp oken so long 
ago:

can say as much. 
T hus let by ­ 
gones be by g o ne s; let p ast dif­ 
ferences as nothing be; and with 
steady ey e on the real issue let 
us re ina ug ú ra te the good old 'cen­ 
tral idea’ of the rep ublic. 
We 
can do it.” 


The 
situation 
here 
described 
by 
Lincoln h a s an ex aggerated p arallel 
in the situation of today , for all of us 
who did not v ote for Mr. Wilson in 
19 12 were a m ajority of ov er two mil­ 
lion, four h und red thousand. 
All of 
us who did not v ote for Mr. Wilson 
but v oted for Mr. Taft or Mr. Roose­ 
v elt, were a majority of ov er one mil­ 
lion three h undre d thousand. 
Do y ou 
not h e a r Lincoln's v oice p ulse In these 
figures? 
H e re sp eaks out p atron saint, our 
guide, our monitor, our friend. 
Lin­ 
coln p leads with us, ev en from the 
grav e. 
This country m ust also be p rep ared 
to defend itself against m ilitary in­ 
v asion. 
F o r the p ast sev en or eight 
m onths I hav e been going up and 


down the Atlantic and Pacific coasts 
and p retty much all the country in 
between sp eaking on the subject of 
national p re p a re d ness for self-defense. 
But what with Mr. Roosev elt out on 
the stump shouting for “blood and 
Iron,” and Mr. Bry an out on the stump 
shouting for “ milk and w ater,” and 
Mr. Wilson out on the stum p shouting 
for “a little of both, thank y ou,” I am 
beginning to th ink th at there is real 
danger of a righteous cause being 
talked to death. 
So I hav e concluded 
th a t the time for talk is ov er and the 
time for action is at hand. 
P re p a re d 
ness is insurance, and Am erica has 
m ore of v alue to insure and more 
money to p ay the p remium th a n any 
nation in the world. 
Ev ery body is in 
fav or 
of 
p rep aredness, 
ex cep t 
the 
nondescrip t few who seem to be affili­ 
ated with m ilitary p hobia, and who 
hav e it so bad th a t they will not ev en 
use military brushes to a rra ng e their 
coiffure. 
This gov ernm ent m ust also be p re­ 
p ared to resist a foreign inv asion of 
its markets. 
It is not this sp asm of 
p rosp erity begotten by the Europ ean 
w a r that we count on for all time to 
come. 
The fruits of it could be lost 
as quickly as acquired and will be, if 
wre leav e our fences down. 
It is the 
steady growdng welfare of our coun­ 
try which constitutes our real p ros­ 
p erity . 
It is up on this p hase of p re­ 
p aredness—the p rotection of our m a r ­ 
kets—th a t I shall sp eak today . 
Years ago. w hen I was c ontem p lat­ 
ing the casting of my first p residential 
v ote, I knew, or thought I knew, that 
th a t v ote would be cast for the nom i­ 
nee of the Rep ublican p arty . 
Not that 
m y p olitical conv ictions w ere founded 
on 
a 
comp rehensiv e 
knowledge 
of 
p olitical history , for with clerking all 
day to 
p ay my 
way 
through 
law 
school, and study ing all night to m ake 
sure of the transudation, I had had 
neither time nor strength for collat­ 
eral reading. 
But Abraham Lincoln 
had been a Rep ublican, and he loomed 
in m y imagination the wisest, sanest, 
greatest, 
dearest 
nam e 
in 
history . 
W h a t was good enough for Lincoln 
was surely good enough for me. 
I 
wanted to feel that 
near to h i m — 
th a t I belonged to his p arty . 
I wanted 
his conv ictions to be m y conv ictions— 
I wanted his p eop le to be m y p eop le 
and his God my God. 
Moreov er, the 
Rep ublican p arty had sav ed the Union, 
and 
in my h e a r t of h e a rts I was 
p rouder of being an American than I 
was of being a Nebraskan, though I 
was p roud enough of that. 
Then, too. 
the Rep ublican 
p arty , through 
Lin­ 
coln 
its 
sp okesman, 
had 
abolished 
slav ery , and h um an slav ery was so 
rev olting to ev ery instinct of my na t­ 
ure that T could not think without a 
sh udd er of its ev er hav ing ex isted. 
I knew also th at the Rep ublican 
p arty was the p olitical successor of 
the old Federalist p arty th a t had in­ 
cluded W ashington, Hamilton, F r a nk ­ 
lin. Marshall— all those mental and 
moral giants whose clear v ision had 
seen our v arious states moulded and 
welded into a m ighty nation and not 
m erely as a string of municip al heads 
to glitter for a while and th en to be 
broken and destroy ed. 
And so I ws 
a Rep ublican, or thought I was, be­ 
cause I honored the men who were 
th e greatest ex p onents of th a t p arty ; 
because T gloried in w hat th eir p art} 
h a d already accomp lished and wanted 
to be p art and p arcel of its future ac­ 
comp lishment. 
But in th a t ev entful y ear the burn­ 
ing issue between the p arties seemed 
to be the tariff. 
I began to read in 
th e newsp ap ers, and h e a r in casual 
discussion a good deal about “ p rotec­ 
tion,” 
“ free 
trade,” 
“duties,” 
“ im 
p osts,” 
either 
“sp ecific” 
o r 
“ad 
v alorem," and 
I wondered .what ir 
p articular it was all about. 
W e bs t e r ’ii 
dictionary , of course, was a sh o rt cui 
to knowledge, so T consulted his un­ 
abridged. 
I learned considerable in fiv e min­ 
ute s ’ time just by turning th e leav es 
of a dictionary . 
But the intricacies 
and ramifications of the subject, or 
which p olicy , free trade or p rotection, 
w as the be tte r for the p eop le of the 
United States, 1 could not learn from 
a dictionary , and T had to know more 
th a n I did or cast m y v irgin v ote in 
ignorance. 
Both Democrats and Re­ 
p ublicans were v ociferous, loud and 
a ngry in their a rg um entatio ns without 
im p arting much information to an out­ 
sider. 
So T bought me the biggest 
book I could find labelled “ Protection 
or Free T r a d e ? ” Its author was a p ro­ 
fessor in some big college, who trailed 
the alp habet after his na m e like a 
comet hanging on to its tail, and who, 
as I soon discov ered, was an a ccusa­ 
tiv e and v ehem ent champ ion of free 
trade. 
1 h av e since discov ered that 
most college p rofessors are free tra d ­ 
ers and th a t most college graduates 
require sev eral y ears of business ex ­ 
p erience 
to 
realize 
that 
the 
soft 
theories learned in the class room sel­ 
dom jibe with the hard facts learned 
in the counting room, and that the 
amiable, 
but 
abstracted 
gentlem en 
who discoursed to them in college 
were talking through their imp orted 
mortar-boards.
